Perhaps th e heading of this a rtic le 
is not quite correct. If the term des­ 
perado means a desperate criminal, or 
a reckless outlaw, then the term 
is 
somewhat Inapt. If it comprehends a 
man of iron nerve, invincible courage, 
and withal a Little disposed to have 
his own way and "fight at the drop of 
a h at” when he imagines Ids rights 
invaded, then the heading can stand. 
The first I knew of Henry Ware, he 
was making his headquarters at Hazel 
Dell, this county. The tuwu a t that 
time was the mecen for western bad 
men. Years afterw ards 
the 
citizens 
pointed to the many bullet holes in the 
old store buildings as the sign manual 
of departed days. W are’s ready pis­ 
tol doubtless contributed to these re­ 
minders, for there he ran up against 
the real desperado, and if 
he 
was 
“spoiling for trouble” he was always 
accommodated when he met Ware. 
We must return to the history of 
the little town before proceeding w ith
